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UNITY AMONG DEFENSE LEADERS 
There Is no question that the progress of 
our defense efforts have I Men disheartening 
to date. Efforts made to sh o w great gains in 
percentages made since January I are not 
convincing, because the production in many 
lines in January' was almost nil. 
It was the opinion of neutral observers 
that our bottleneck of production is at Wash­ 
ington, where there is too much conflict 
among different branches of the defense set 
up. Perhaps the first and greatest conflict is 
not one of methods of producing but of the 
purposes of our defense set-up. We have in 
Washington well balanced businessmen in the 
defense set-up who assert that the first object 
of our defense program is to build defoi..dve 
machinery for the United States, th at we 
must all sacrifice to that end. 
But we have a class of visionaries, who, 
since 1933, have ixvn seeking to make over 
society in the United States along the lines of 
Utopian socialism. 
These men are of the 
opinion that social reform still comes ahead 
of defense. They do not seem to grasp the 
Idea that unless we have an adequate defense 
there may lie nothing left to reform. It was 
men of this latter class who brought about 
the defense debacle in France. Senator Byrd 
of Virginia in his powerful speech on our 
defease set-up recently hit the nail on the 
head In this respect when he said, 
"Confusion due to coni lading and overlap­ 
ping authority exists to such a degree at 
Washington as virtually to stymie the whole 
defease program. The ORM and the OP ACS 
are engaged In a bitter battle behind the 
scenes, and by Executive order they have 
been given conflicting authority. 
'Hus is 
deeper than a mere jurisdictional argument. 
It involves an attempt on the part of some 
who would change the form of our govern­ 
ment under the guise of national defense. 
This is a continuance of the conflicting phil­ 
osophies that have existed in our government 
for eight years and which at least should Im* 
laid aside during the existing emergency.” 
Here is a fundamental truth about the 
rift in cair defense machinery which should 
not l>e lost sight of. There is unity among the 
people. 
All are for national defense. 
But 
there is no unity among the leaders in Wash­ 
ington. 
The administration must first of all make 
up its mind what it wants, if we are to have 
such unity. Either national defense and the 
safety of our people is the supreme goal, and 
we will all make sacrifices, social and eco­ 
nomic, to bring this about, or we are merely 
using this defense spending as another tool 
for socialistic experimentation with defense 
as a corollary. 
Let’s make up our minds 
about this first. 


TAXES SOARING

with it. Defense has to lie paid for, and the 
cost is appalling 
Never in our history, per­ 
haps never in all human history, have mili­ 
tary expenses risen as they are now rising 
in this country. And nobody knows how high 
they w ill go. 
So our income taxes shoot upward. It is 
going to be hard for millions of Americans to 
pay over to the government next year the 
taxes that are being levied on this year’s in­ 
come. 
Many taxpayers are systematically setting 
sums aside so as to lighten tho burden when 
the taxes are due.

other like the ends of a spinning 
dumbbell. 
Such bright stars as 
Capella, Spica, Castor, Mizar (a 
Big Dipper star) and Algol (the 
“ Demon Star”) are binaries (dou­ 
bles). Some stars occur in group* 
of more than two. Astronomers es­ 
timate that one-fourth or more of 
all the stars in the sky are doubles 
or multiples. Recently astrondhiers 
hoard of a pair of stellar Siamese 
twins. 
Sometimes the stars of a binary 
are so close together that even the 
most powerful telescopes show them 
as one. But if their orbits are near­ 
ly edgewise to earth, then one star 
will periodically eclipse the other, 
and the light will correspondingly 
vary. 
By timing 
the 
eclipses, 
astronomers can tell approximately 
how far apart the two stars are. 
A remarkable eclipsing binary is 
the star Beta Lyrae, in the constel 
i lation of Lyra (The Harp). Astron­ 
omers have long known that its two 
components must be exceedingly 
close together, for one has hardly 
stopped eclipsing the other before 
the other starts eclipsing the first. 
Dr. Gerard Peter Kuiper of the 
University of Chicago's Yerkes ob­ 
servatory bas surmised that the two 
stars comprising Eeta Lyrae arc 
in actual contact, like snowballs 
crushed together. 
At an astronomical meeting at 
Welloaley, Masa., Dr. Kuiper pic- 
; tured star material rushing from 
the larger of the Beta Lyrae pair 
into the smaller at speeds around 


2 0 0 miles per second—so fast that 
some of it is hurled clear beyond 
the small star to form a tail like a 
comet’s. 
As the star* revolve the 
tail is dragged around behind them, 
like a lagging feather.

Bark Beetles Threaten 
To Invade Eleven States 
A warning was issued in Stam­ 
ford. Conn., recently to the ll east- J 
em states scourged by forest fires 
to guard against a new threat to 
remaining trees through invasion of 
millions of bark beetles. These in- 
1 
sects, which breed rapidly in the 
stricken areas, have destroyed a 
billion dollars’ worth of tim ber in 
the United States in the past 50 
years. 
Half-burned and weakened trees 
form ideal propagating places for 
the beetle, according to Dr. E. 
Porter Felt, former New York state 
entomologist and director of the j 
Bartlett Tree Research laboratories. 
He added. “The threat extends to 
trees within 80 to IOO miles of the 
devastated areas, the distance in­ 
sects are capable of traveling by 
wind-drift.” 
He advised early cutting down 
and 
the utilization of all trees 
weakened by the fires. This should 
be supplemented by a close w’atch 
of all trees surrounding the burned 
areas and the cutting of those af­ 
fected later, otherwise the beetle 
may get out of control. 
He con­ 
tinued, “The bark beetles have been 
responsible for killing large num­ 
bers of pines in the East and ever­ 
green trees in the West, where they 
have been one of that section'* 
most serious problems. In 187C bark 
betties destroyed great growths of 
spruce over large areas in the Ad­ 
irondack*.*’
